Thus, Fan is no longer prior art because instant claims 15, 17-20, 22, 26-27, 
46-49 and 52 now have an effective filing date of June 25, 1993. Scott Paper is overcome by 
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amendment and the Declaration of Rustom Kanga submitted also on November 10, 2004. The 
examiner notes that the addition of developing the printing element in view of the specification 
noting that Scott Paper removes the masking layer in a separate step from development of the 
photocurable layer while applicants develop with the layer as part of the printing element makes 
clear that the method claimed is not made obvious by the prior art as well as arguments set forth 
about the nature of Law et al.
